Whet a Prominent McLean County Dem- 


ocrat Told a Macon Republican 


Yesterday. 


J. W. Nichols Promises to Deliver the 


Prohibition Vote to Stevenson m 


Return for 5OO Democratic Votes. 


The 17 McLean county delegates to the 


democratic congressional convention held 
in this city yesterday, were all fine look- 
ing gentlemen, and a few of them became 
quite confidential while in Decatur.— 
Everything having been fixed up for 
Stevenson several weeks ago, they realized 
that they needn't bother themselves with 
the usual vexatious preliminaries con- 
nected with gatherings on the democratic 
side of the political house. The demo- 
crats from the counties of DeWitt, Logan, 
Piatt, and even Macon, seemed to realize 
that they were very small potatoes com- 
pared to the McLean visitors, and conse- 
quently the 17 "statesmen," together with 
princely Hon. George Wendling, absorbed 
most of the attention of the "small fry" 
and did about all the talking. 


CONFIDENTIAL. 


Before the convention met a McLean 


county delegate (his name can be given if 
required) stepped up to a well-known 
Macon county Republican, and no doubt 
supposing he was a democrat, the visitor 
began talking about the prospects and 
the situation in the district. The McLean 
man wanted to know if Macon had a man 
to present before the convention. The 
Republican was taken somewhat by sur- 
prise, but, as no questions were asked him 
as to what party he trained with, he sim- 
ply answered interrogations and let the 
confidential delegate do most of the talk- 
ing. 
In the course of the conversation 


the McLean county man volunteered the 
information that the prospects for Steven- 
son in McLean county were exceedingly 
bright. They (the democrats) had struck 
a bonanza in J. AV. Nichols, the prohibi- 
tion 
candidate for 
representative in 


McLean county, which comprises the 28th 
senatorial district. It had been agreed 
among the democrats, said the delegate, 
to spare Nichols 500 democratic votes, 
with the understanding that he (Nichols) 
was to deliver a majority, if not all, the 
prohibition votes to Stevenson. ' And as 
he imparted this bit of political trickery, 
the delegate winked in a mariner that 
impressed the Republican that possibly 
he was the sly Bourbon who had cooked 
up the job. On the amendment question 
this same delegate became quite talkative, 
and said "We'll have to play it fine to 
pull through1' and keep those senators 
and representatives in favor of submit- 
ting the proposed amendment ont of the 
next legislature. By implication he ad- 
mitted that the democrats at the state 
convention held on the 7th, had probably 
overdone the resolution business a little, 
but it didn't make any great difference— 


We'll manipulate things so as to come 
out ahead in the end." 


In this connection it will probably be 


of interest to state that Mr. J. W. Nichols 
is generally recognized as one of the most 
active and radical prohibitionists in the 
•west. He is a publisher of some note, and 
a fluent talker. He was a delegate from 
McLean county to the prohibition con- 
gressional convention held in Decatur 
not long since, when Captain Harts, of 
Lincoln, was nominated, On that occa- 
sion he heartily supported Harts, made 
several ringing speeches, and was elected 
a member of the prohibition central com- 
mittee. "We know nothing of the truth 
or falsity of the statements made by the 
McLean delegate except as stated above. 
Evidently Mr. Nichols is playing a double 
game on the sl.v, looking mainly to his 
own gftccees -while he makes Harts and 
his friends believe that he is a true blue 
ribbon man—one that will not strike a 
bargain of any kind with either of the 
"old parties." . But the McLean county 
democrat unwittingly "let the cat ont of 
the bag," and now there will doubtless be 
more or less caterwauling, scratching and 
hair pulling in the 28th, and all over the 
Fourteenth congressional district.

The pre- 
liminary hearing to be given him in a day or 
two will best tell whether the accused is guilty.

Lost Land. 


The books of the assessors in Macon 


county make strange revelations some- 
times. The county board is now in sess- 
ion. A member of the committee on 
equalization of taxes finds that the fig- 
ures with reference to the number of 
acres of land in the county— and the 
acreage is the same now as it was when 
the county boundaries were first estab- 
lished in 1829— are rather confusing. The 
books show the following losses and 
gains of acres in the county for the as- 
sessment of 1882, compared with the re- 
turns for 1881:

These figures are taken from the books 


and speak for themselves. The total as- 
sessed number of acres in the county in 
1881 was 350,490; in 1882 the total num- 
ber was returned at 344,576, which makes 
the total loss of acres, 0,914. There is 
something wrong somewhere. It is un- 
derstood that Supervisor Vanleer will of- 
fer a resolution recommending that the 
board instruct the various assessors to 
start out again on a land bunting expe- 
dition. All land in tha county, even that 
under water, is taxable.

THE CHAIRMAN'S ADDRESS. 


Sensible Remarks of Hon. A. T. Hill at 


Republican Convention. 


The Republican 
county nominating 


convention Saturday was one of the 
largest and most enthusiastic gatherings 
of tha kind ever held in old Macon.

Baptist Association Anniversary. 


The Springfield Baptist Association, 


organized in Springfield on October 7th, 
1837, held its 4St'i anniversary meeting at 
Taylorville on the 8th, 9th and 10th in- 
stants. Rev. J, H. Phillips, of Stoning- 
ton, was chosen Moderator, and Rev. E. 
S. Walker, of Springfield, Clerk. At its 
organization the Association embraced 
six churches, with nn aggregate member- 
ship of 210, It now embraces twenty- 
two churches, with a total membership of 
2,130, showing an increase of the denomi- 
nation in this central part of Illinois of 
ten-fold in 45 years. The baptisms re- 
ported during the year were sixty-cue. 
The contributions of the Association du- 
ring the year were, for foreign missions, 
$855; home missions, 8450. Fourteen of 
the churches have settled pastors—the 
other eight have only temporary supplies, 
or occasional preaching. Most of them 
sustain Sunday Schools. The sessions 
on Friday and Saturday were largely de- 
voted to business, with preaching ser- 
vices in. the evening. On Sunday the 
different pulpits in the place were sup- 
plied by ministers connected with the 
Association, Rev, 
Dr. 
Rickerson, of 


Springfield, 
preaching morning and 


evening. 


The next annual meeting will be held 


in Decatur in September, 1883.

JOHN T. FOSTEK. 


Mr. John T. Foster, the Republi- 


can candidate for the legislature from 
Logan county, was born in McDon- 
ough county, Illinois, in 1849. His 
father was' one of the substantial 
farmers of his native county, and 
John was early taught the best meth- 
ods of farming and stock raising nnd 
soon became his father's foreman, 
spending his summers in laboring on 
the farm, and as soon as the corn 
was gathered in the fall, ho joyfully 
gathered up his books and hied to 
the district school not far away. 
Here he strived to be first in his 
classes and tirst in the schoolboy 
sports on the playground. 


In the fall of 1860 he entered 


Lincoln University as a student and 
graduated 
iu the Latin 
scientific 


witb honor in- the class of 1S72. 
While in college he improved his 
time, for he felt that this ,was the 
seed time of life; and he showed the 
same pluck and -grit whether ho was 
grappling with a Latin root, a prob- 
lem in calculus or contending in de- 
bate in his society. 
He ever took an 


active interest in the welfare of the 
literary society to which he belonged, 
and none were more willing to share 
(he burdens incident to such socie- 
ties, and be was ever ready to help 
his fellow students over t>ome diffi- 
culty iu their lessons or society work. 
He was universally loved and re- 
spected by both faculty and students. 


After graduation he returned home 


and in tho sriccoediug fall became 
the successful principal of tbe Ver- 
mont city schools, and read law dur- 
ing his leisure moments. In the 
spring of 1873, at the earnest request 
of his father, who was in poor healtl), 
he went back home to take charge of 
the farm. He was thus compelled 
to give up his chosen profession, and 
thus faded the fond dream of his 
life, but when duty called he obeyed. 
He remained with his father until 
his marriage in 1877 to Miss Alice E. 
Evans, the accomplished daughter of 
the late David G. Evans, Esq., one 
of the wealthy and honored citizens 
of Logan county. 
At the earnest so- 


licitation of his wife and her father, 
Mr. Poster remained on the Evans 
homestead, a beautiful and valuable 
farm of 5110 acres in Convine town- 
ship. where he continues ro reside. 


Mr. l''uster is a young man of abil- 


ity and! sterling integrity; a man of 
broad culture, refinement and liberal 
views: a man of pure and spotless 
character; a man whom lobbyists and 
shysters cannot control ; a modest 
Christian gentleman; a sound and 
progressive Republican; a man who 
believes thnt all power resides with 
the people; a man who believes all 
questions involving the public wel- 
fare should and must be settled by 
the- citizen in his individual capacity, 
imtoammeled by party pledges and 
fro* from party fealty; a man who is

The Illinois Democrats and Prohi- 


bition.

We spoke briefly yesterday of the 


hypocritical 
and evasive platform 


adopted on Thursday by the demo- 
cratic state convention of Illinois. 
The plank on the prohibition ques- 
tion needs a few words more, because 
it is about the only question touched 
upon that will be of much promi- 
nence in Illinois this fall, and bo- 
cause it is considered by tho demo- 
crats themselves cf vital importance 
to the party.

The fault found with the republi- 


can party and its arraignment at the 
bar of public opinion was a mallei' 
of course: no democratic platform is 
complete without something of that 
sort, and so the pledge to stand by 
tho "time honored principles" of the 
democratic party is well enough as 
'•flapdoodle," though it is not quite 
clear to ordinary minds what thosn 
•'principles" are. 


But the prohibition qaostion pre- 


sents a live issue, and the convention 
met it with the following resolution: 


That while \ve have no purpose t'> in- 


foifcre with just laws iu Tl!inm\ f«u tlic 
res,"iliition of t'i" (raffic- in inhixiriitia;.' 
J:qu'in-, iind C"i!p-ilnu.' Hit1 i:j,-'.it of thf 
people to mi nv.'-'jui iviit, if iiK-r^sary, of I 
Mich laws to prevent or 


Illinois to oppose the submission of 
the question to a vote of tbe people, 
and, not content with that, the reso- v 
lution goes a step farther, and "de- 
clares that the prohibition, by the 
constitution or by the general laws, 
of the manufacture or sale" of in- 
toxicating liquors, would be "a viola- 
tion of personal rights," etc., etc. 


There is no evasion about this 


plank, and it takes the prohibition 
•issue bull by the horns with a firm 
grasp. It is simply a flat denial of 
the right ol' the people of Illinois to 
amend the constitution of their state 
in this one particular, and it knocks 
the "time-honored" democratic doc- 
trine of popular sovereignty out of 
time. '-We. the people of the United 
States," begins the preamble, "do or- 
dain and establish this constitution." 
And tho preamble to the constitution 
of the state of Illinois is almost in 
the same language, except that it re- 
lates to the commonwealth instead 
of the United States, but both recog- 
nize ''the people" as tho absolute 
source .of all political power in this 
country. 


A irue democracy is » government 


of tho people, by the pcopie, and for 
the people, and there is no way to v 
ascertain the will of the people ex- 
cept at the ballot-box, and no way to - 
get along except to let the- majority 
govern. The question of prohibition 
is ono of vital importance to tho 
people everywhere, and they nu'iin 
to pass upon it, pro or con., tho 
democratic party to tho contrary i:ol 
withstnudiiig; nnd if such an amend 
iiicnt to the constitution should bo 
fairly submitted to a veto of the poo- 
pie of Illinois, and b? approved by 
a majority o2 thorn, tho amendment 
would be enforced and carried infcu 
effect, and our "porsoniil liberty1' will 
hiivo to look out for itself.
